LARGE CORPORATIONS IN MEX- 
ICAN FIELD CONSTRUCT 
GOOD HIGHWAYS. 


(RRCLANIVE DISPATCH. | 
TAMPICO (Mex.) May 2.—One of 
the best systems of highways in 
Mexico will extend from Tampico to 
the alfferent oil fields of this region 
when the work that is now in prog- 
rern and in contemplation is fin- 


ished. 

it is significant that the building 
of these modern roads is done by 
the larger oil corporations at their 
own expense. The particular object 
of their coretruction is to afford the 
different companies an opportunity 
to transport supplies to the fields at 
minimum cost. 

One of the most important of 
these new highways is that which 
the Agwi Petroleum Company, sub- 
sidiary of the Atlantic Gulf and 
West Indies Steamship Company is 
building. Nearly one-half of “the 
grading for this road ig finished.
